LARCENY OF £340

POSTAL OFFICIAL 


REMANDED 


George William .O’Connor, postal official, 
Joy street, Rin , who had pleaded guilty 
at a previous hearing to haying taken from 
the post. office at Pearse street a registered 
packet containing £340 in notes, which was 
addressed to the National: Bank, College 
Green, on July Wth, was committed for trial 
at the next Circuit Court, on bail. A few 
days subsequent to the theft all the money 
was refunded by the defendant. 

Mr. L. Trant McCarthy, who defended, 
said that his client pleaded guilty to the 
charge. 

Mr. J. A. Duffy, an official of the Moville 
(Co. Donegal) branch of the bank, stated 
that on the 20th July he prepared the re- 
mittance of the sum named to the head 
office. He notified the head office of the 
ES of the packet. 

r. C. A. Brady, an official at the head 
office, College Green, who had received the 
notification, stated that he had informed the 
Moville branch that he had not received the 
packet. He then informed the Post Office. 

Mr. R. Donnelly, chief inspector of the 
sorting office, Pearse street, stated that on 
August 4th the defendant handed him « 
paper in which he tendered his resignation, 
and asked that he be released immediately. 
as he was getting a better position. 

Mr. Thomas W. Justice, senior ins 
gave evidence of having investigated the loss 
of the registered letter. -He interviewed ,the 
defendant, whose resignation had not been 
accepted. The defendant denied all know- 
ledge of the missing letter, and stated that 
the £140 in notes which he produced was 
his own property, money which, he said, he 
won at dog-racing, by appointment he 
met the defendant next day in O’Connel! 
street, and they went to the G.P.O., where 
the defendant voluntarily made a statement 
in which he admitted the offence, which, he 
said, was due to a sudden impulse, which he 
regretted.

POSTMAN SENT FOR TRIAL 


John Doyle, postman, Stradbrook . Park, 
Dun Laoghaire, was charged with having by 
means of false. statements caused oificers: of 
the D.M.G. to investigate false allegations, 
and caused the accusation and arrest. oi: cer- 
tain citizens, thereby effecting a public mus- 
chief. 

Guard Hickey, 56 F, Kull o’ the Grange, 
gave evidence that ne was investigating tile 
breaking of windows and damage to a seat 
and a gate pier in Dun Laoghaire, Dublin. 
The accused came to the station by appoit- 
ment, and made a statement incriminatmg a 
number of other boys, four oí whom were 
charged with the offence. 

Sergeant Curevan gave corroborative ev)- 
dence, and when asked by the District. Justice 
if he had hit or used ‘any threats to the 
accused man, he said he had not, and added 
that the charge was absurd. ' 

Subsequently, said the witness, four of the 
boys whose names had’ been .mentioned by 
Doyle were charged with causing wilful 
damage on the occasion in question, and when 
called on to give evidence Doyle on oath 
denied that he had made the statement im- 
plicating the boys charged, but he admitted 
that he had made the rest of the statement. 

Mr. L,. Trant McCarthy, who appeared for 
the defendant, submitted-to summary jurisdic- 
tion, but Mr. Cussen said he had no power to 
try the case as he had no jurisdiction. He re- 
turned the accused man for trial to the Circuit 
Court on independent bail of £20. 


“WHOLE MILK ” 


a 
PROSECUTIONS FAIL 


James Coleman, Capel street, was sum- 
moned for selling whole milk from which 13.3 
per cent. of its fats had been abstracted. 

Mr, P. D, O'Grady, solicitor, defending, 
contended that his client could not be sum- 
moned for selling “whole milk,” as-the milk 
could not be ‘‘ whole milk ’’ if as alleged fats 
had been extracted. 

Mr. Little—What is whole milk? 

Mr. Bonass (solicitor for the Dublin Cor- 
poration)—-Milk as it comes. from the cow. 

Mr. Little said that in the summons the 
words ' new milk’’ had been changed to 
“whole milk.” 

Mr. Bonass said that the regulations now 
referred to ' whole milk.” 

Mr. O'Grady said that from the reading of 
the section concerned in the Act it appeared 
that the milk must contain less than the pre- 
scribed percentage of both milk fats and milk

T. O'Callaghan, Cabra, was fined 20s. and 
costs for having allowed a horse suffering 
from lameness to be worked. 

A like’ fine, with 2s. 6d. costs, was re- 
carded against C. Kielan, Terenure road, 
North, for leaving a horse which was unable 
to rise from the ground in a field without 
attention. The animal was destroyed.
